5  (a)  In  (iFXKRAL. — All  Execittivo  a<>cii('y  wliicli  ])fo- 

6  \id(.'s  or  ])r()))ost's  to  ))ro"\ide  child  caiv  senices  for  Federal 

7  eiui)loyees  may  use  ai)i)roi)riated  funds  (otherwise  avail- 

8  able  to  such  agency  for  salaries)  to  i)r()\ide  child  cai'e,  in 
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a  P^odoral  or  leased  facility,  oi"  through  eoiitraet,  for  ci\il- 
iaii  em])l()yees  of  suoli  ao'Ciicy. 

(b)  ^\J-"F()K1)A15ILITY. — ^Viuouiits  SO  ])r(mded  with  re- 
s])ect  to  any  such  facility  or  contractoi"  shall  be  a])i)lied 
to  improve  the  affordal)ility  of  child  care  for  lower  income 
Federal  em))loyees  using'  or  seeking  to  use  the  child  care 
senices  offered  by  such  facility  oi-  contractoi'. 

(c)  KE(;rLATl()XS. — The  Office  of  Personnel  ^lan- 
agement  shall,  \nthin  180  days  after  the  date  of  enact- 
ment of  this  Act,  issue  regulations  necessaiy  to  cany  out 
this  section. 

(d)  Defixitiox. — P'or  imr])oses  of  this  section,  the 
term  ''Executive  agency"  has  the  meaning  given  such  term 
by  section  105  of  title  5,  Ignited  States  Code,  but  does 
not  include  the  (General  Accounting  Office. 
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
